REMARKS 

Claims 1 1, 12, 16, 17, 20, 27, 41 , 42, 44 and 46-59 are pending in the above application. 

The Office Action dated June 14, 2007, has been received and carefully reviewed. In that 
Office Action, claims 1 1, 12, 16, 17, 20, 27, 41, 42, 44 and 46-59 were objected to as being 
indefinite but were indicated to be allowable if the indefiniteness and antecedent basis issues 
were resolved. It is believed that all indefiniteness and antecedent basis issues have been 
resolved by the above amendment, and reconsideration and allowance of all claims is 
respectfully requested. 

STATUS OF THE CLAIMS 

While the examiner has characterized the issues with the claims as "objections," it is 
respectfully submitted that the antecedent basis and indefiniteness issues raised in the Office 
Action should properly be phrased as rejections under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph. See 
MPEP 706.01 . As such, the present Office Action would not have issued as an Ex parte Quayle 
Action, and Applicant would have the right to resolve any outstanding issues by an appeal to the 
Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences instead of by way of Petition to the Director. 

Applicant thanks the examiner for the careful review of the claims, and Applicant wishes 
to make the above changes to address these issues regardless of how they are characterized. If 
the above amendments address all problems with the claims, the application will be allowed, and 
the issue of whether the claims are rejected or objected to will be moot. However, Applicant 
wishes to make of record this objection to the use of the term "objection" instead of "rejection," 
and will raise this issue again if all claims are not allowable after the entry of the above 
amendment. 

CLAIM AMENDMENTS 

By the above amendment, references in the claims to a "second display unit" have been 
changed to "second display portion" for consistency. 
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In claim 1 1, a more specific description of what is being displayed based on incoming 
call records is provided. This amendment is supported, for example, by page 42, lines 4-13 of 
the specification. 

Claim 16 has been amended to recite a "menu item selecting portion" and a "control 
setting magnitude selecting portion." This language is supported by at least page 18, lines 10-25, 
of the specification where a "control item" is described as an item such as light or brightness, and 
a control magnitude is described as, for example, a brightness level that can be set at various 
magnitudes. 

Claim 27 has been amended to clarify that the phrase "in this order starting from a 
position near said coupling portion" refers to an arrangement of items running in a direction 
away from the coupling portion. 

All other changes are submitted to be self-explanatory and/or similar to one of the above 
described amendments. 

CONCLUSION 

Each issue raised in the Office Action dated June 14, 2007, has been addressed, and it is 
believed that claims 1 1, 12, 16, 17, 20, 27, 41, 42, 44 and 46-59 are now in condition for 
allowance. Wherefore, reconsideration and allowance of these claims is earnestly solicited.
